My Dear Mother: 

After landing at Las Tunas I to^ the 
yellow fever car and rtsrted oat to find 
a caiup site, a Cuban doctor accom- 
panied nie to pilot lue to it miit:il)le ^pllt 
We went lOor 12 miles inland iind .^toji- 
|>ed at Ihe place he had reference to. (if 
ail the plaoea I ever saw this was the 
worst one for a cMup. Low, flat and 
with srass lii){licr that my head and 
alive with niu>:(|iiituee. X explained tiiat 
was not the place I was luokit^g for and 
we moved further ou and tstopped aptin, 
tliis place was but little better than the 
first and as night was approachiog I 
eonoluded I would ko back and take an 
early start tbe following dajr,tlie Cuban 
proiuisinK to get a boose far OM for my- 
self and patient lor tbe night, whicfa be 
did. 

Next morning with niyoutfit cons-ist- 
ing of one yellow fever case and six 
others who bad been exposed to infec- 
tion snd were to be kept by me for 5 
days in detention ca!np,lcook,:s nurses 
and three liospital coriis liieii, witii 
tents iirovisions, cookinj; utensils an.! 
iiieilieiue, we Blarted, and located a 
uainp 00 the Cajanaua River about 
nine miles from tiaoeti Spiritna. Tents 
were pitched in grass three feet high 
and patienu put in tbem when ni^lit 
eauie. 1 Klei>t in an empty car. 

Then came t he work of cleaniu); up 
the k-rouiid, six Cubans who had 
machetes were, employed to olMC^np. 
Ib a few days Iliad every thiag in ship 
•bimM, my patieat doing nicely and no 
other developments, I had time to look 
around. 

Our camp was situated ou bixh roll- 
ing i;r*>und near the bank of the river 
named above, iu fine view of the moun- 
tafaMBearhanetiSphitna. Thewatero! 
the river waselear ss gbas and I could 
see flab of the perch variety in all tbe 
dtH'p places. The banks of tlie stream 
were covered w ith tropical i;row th,i>alni8, 
etc. Strange birds, parrot,-, andotln-r 
kind kept, tbe echo riujiing with their 
weird notes; lamiliarsounds,tbeqaairb 
call and pet rack of qninea hens brought 
me nearer home. Knins of old build- 
ings of some i>retei)tioii showed that in 
former days this i)art of ilie JsLmd had 
been cultivated, but now, jialni 
thatched cabins witli dirty, sickly, half 
starved inmates tell tbe tale of indebt- 
edness and warfare. Over half the peo- 
ple I saw suffering from t»ileDtura(chill 
and fi ver) 1 lieKl :i levee e:iclj day and 
miDistered to then' many ailiiienls, the 
greater proportion were snUerin;; from 
malaria and starvation. To see a grown 
woman, skin and buue only,Krah a hard 
tack and swallow it reminded me of 
''Old Joe" dog and tbe beefsteak bone. 

Afl'-r staying iiere uiitil (Uiy ;ifti r 
Christmas the sick beinj; widi again, wi' 
moved the hospital to my present loca- 
tion three miles north of Sancti Kpiritus, 
one-half mile from 4th Tennessee 
camp," on a peninsula made by two 
creeks (names unknown.) I hare a 
b-autilul loialion and I think Jislieaitliy 
ai cuu be found in ilie island. 1 have 



not jiiite ^'ot iny camp to my nation, 
but am ready for tbe reception ot yel- 
low fevers patienu when tbey pessent 
themselves. 

Sanciti Spiritus ts like all Cuban 
cities I have seen, tilo roof!',tbick walls, 
Rratetl window.s, narrow streets and 
pov.-rly jiinl filth. A young Culian livps 
here and be assures lue tiiat every 
bouse in the city has had yellow fever 
in it (with the exception of the one 
BOW occapled by Gen. Snyder and eta IT; 
within two years. So you s<'e ray chan- 
ces of doinp business here is very s:ood. 
especially when those wild Tennessee 
"Hill Killins" -et paid off. If thej 
would keep out of buildings and slay 
in camp tiieiir elumces eKape the 
disease woald lie moeh better, but 
soldiers will be soMiers, and tbey most 
take thrir medicine even if it is bitter 
The weather is jieifectly de!ii;htful 
e.xcept iu the sun during the middle oi 
the tiay. This a. m. the temperature 
was (io degrees at noon 80 degress, at 
8 p. m. 72; tliii is about the arerage. 

Delightful -breezes blow all day Iodk, 
and in the shade I feel very comforta- 
ble in the shade «Mi woolea afairtand 
troust^rs. 

Jlosquiloos would trouble ine if 1 
did nut smoke -them out of the tent at 
night before letting down tlie walls 
Blaek guMs, red huKK and fleas are the 
Kreateat nuisances, no remedy against 
lliem, liave to ;;rin and scratel]. 

I have learned to cuss in ^^l>anit^h. 
think it has I>etter effect ou Cuban 
brothers aud does not seem to hurt my 
conscience so mneh aa old' style cujs 
words do. I have entployed a native 
as my valet and am learning to speak 
Spanish quite fluently for me. I 
may bring l.im (my valet) back home 
w ith me as he is inexpensive (vitualg 
aud clothes.) I have quite a number of 
Interesting things, smong others I 
have a botella (water jag) made of po- 
rns clay which by constant ooziuK 
through the pores ke<'ps the surface of 
the jug wet, and this liv Leing tanned 
by the breeze cai:.- s : :i|.:d evaporation 
thereby cooling the surface of the jun 
and consequently the contents. 

I have a big black mule to ride and 
generally go to town every morning to 
report to my cor.iinandingidJker. 

My candle is getting low so miiEt bid 
you nil good iiighl, wiih best love to 
all and yourself and papa in particular. 
Wishing you a merry Christmas and 
happy New, Year, 1 am as always,

The first cold snap of which there 
appears to be sny anthentie record oc- 
curred in the year 40G, when tbeEnxine 
Sea was frozen over for twenty dsys. 
From Oi-tii!,rr. 'u'.. to tbe following 
I'ebruary the seas about Constantinople 
were frosen a hundre<! miles from 
•bore. A oold wave is said to liave 
swept over England on a midsummer 
day in 1036. In 1063 the Tbaasos wai^ 
froien over for fourteen weeks. From 
.Sovembtr,107ti, till the following A pril, 
Kngland had c.\ceptiona!Iy cold weath- 
er. I'be Cottegat was entirely froxen iu 
I'.IU. In 1433 the cold was so intense 
that the Mrds eoB gh t shelter in tbe 
towns of Germany, la 1460 the Baltic 
was frozen and passeneera crossed be- 
tween Deniiutrk am! ."Sweden. In 1594 
the Khine and the Scheldt and the sea 
at Venice were frozen. All tbe river* 
of Europe aud the Zuyder-Zee were 
frosen and ice was in tbe Uellespont 
in 1622. Birtis perisiied in England, 
the forest trees were f>plit and the 
Thames was covered witli eleven inches 
of ice in If>84. In Itiid, the coltl drove 
the Wolves into Vienna, where tliey at- 
tacked pe<>ple in the streets. Tbe win- 
ter of ]78S-b'!) was a herd one tbomgh- 
ottt Europe. The winters of 1810 and 
ISIS were serve in Ranis. That ot 1812 
was rendered especially notable by the 
awful Russian campaign of Napoleon. 
On January 1', Ks|;i. llie cold was so in- 
tense in parts of Norway that quick- 
silver froze and persons exi>osod to the 
atmosphere lost iJbmi breath. In 1865 
the «rid waa severe ia the United 
States, the mercury oongealinx in 
Northern Indiana in January. Tbe 
cold was .-ilsii iioiabU; in January and 
February, 185ti; Decembers, 1860; Jan- 
nary &, 1861 ; December, 1874, and Joa- 
narv, 1881.

At 4 o'clock Friday afternoon last 
with alarming suddenness and depth 
tlie darkness of night settled over t he 
faceof theearth. It wasas dark as night 
for a while, and » ben tbe sable cnrtain 
began to lift the hardest bail storm in 
memory fell for live minuteH, pelting 
mun and beasl with reieutless fury. 
The bail stones were not unusually 
large, but they rained d<-\vii in such 
quantity that the streets were »hite 
With the icy pebbles. This interesting 
explanation of the wonderful pbeiioine- 
noii and its relation to tornadoes ap- 
peared in ^Saturday's Louisville Dis- 
patch : 

Tbe manner in wbicii hail is formed 
is accoiintHble for ils rapid fall and the 
short duration of the storm. The at- 
m ispheric comlitions for a hail storm 
are iileiitical «itii those of a tornado 
Iravellinj; some distance altovo the 
earth. It is alwavs local in character, 
aud in tliis respect bears out tlie asser- 
tion that hail is prodnced by a tornado 
pawing high in the air. 

When liul falU there are two clouds 
or strata of air; the npper one cold, tbe 
lower warm. .V current of air rotates 
around a lioi izontal axis, and ii flake of 
snow falliritr from the cold upper strata 
beeomes moist when it reiiclos the 
lower cloud; berq it is canirlu by the 
whirling cnrrent and carried back to 
the cold strata This is re|>eated doz- 
ens of times aud can readily be under- 
stood by examining a hail stone. It is 
formed of layers, one of snow and an- 
other of icf liii- ice is tlie vapor or 
wati-r which was caiij;lit in the lower 
strata and aliiio.st instantaneously 
frozen when carried up. The coat is uf 
an iiiliiiitcsiliial tliickne.s.s When this 
is congealed, snow luitliers on it aud it 
is carried downward for more uioie- 
tnre. This continues until gravitation 
overcomes the influence of the vortex, 
or until centrifugal force burls it out- 

All this takes but a few seconds and 
when the stone is released from the 
currert it dashes down. This rotating 
uiotio'i iu the air does not coiilinue 
more than a few inioutes, at most, 
which explains why ball never falls 
more than a few minntea. Tornadoes 
pass quickly, aad^s teilstotm must 
necessarily end ss rapidly.
